The gas was in a newspaper dis­ 
covered behind the rostrum. 
Gov. Flynn who. appeared in the 
chamber shortly after thd discov­ 
ery of the soaked newspaper de­ 
clared that an attempt had apparent­ 
ly been made to suffocate Lieut. 
Gov. Toupin who showed the effect 
of the fumes as he left the cham­ 
ber. 
When the fumes became apparent 
senators and spectators became 
groggy. 
Soon Senators Sherman, 
Anderson, and Sharpe, Republicans, 
ahd Powers, Democrat, sank into a 
coma and were carried out. 
An hour and a half after the gas 
was discovered physicians announced 
that the four senators were out of 
danger. 
Toupin Mounts Rostrum 
Lieut Gov. Toupin, pale and un­ 
steady mounted the rostruu at the 
end of the recess and announced 
that the senate would procede with 
business, but the four stricken mem* 
bere of the body were not in their 
seats.

When the senate re-convened the 
lieutenant governor noticed the ab­ 
sence of the three Republicans who 
were overcome by the gas and ord­ 
ered deputy shrifts to bring them 
into the senate chamber. The depu­ 
ties reported that they were unable 
to do so. The lieutenant governor 
then deputized 15 civilians to com­ 
pel the attendance of the Republi­ 
cans. Ile ordered them to break 
down the doors of the committee 
room where the stricken senators 
were. A squad of 15 Providence po­ 
lice were prepared to resist such 
violence. 
Dr. Herbert T. Harris sent to the 
lieutenant governor a certificate that 
he had examined 19 senators and 
found them physically . unfit to re­ 
turn to the chamber at once because 
of gas poisoning.

Th^ colonial touch In the building of 
bungalows is gaining widespread pop­ 
ularity. This is due in a large meas­ 
ure to the combination of the dignity 
of the home of the colonial type with 
the convenience of having all of the 
rooms' on one floor. 
Much of the charm of this borne Is 
in its quiet dignity and the careful at­ 
tention paid to the simple lines of the 
trim and tho cornet proportions. The 
porch, with its simple pillars, forms 
an attractive portal which Is balanced 
well by the wide window* group in the 
bedroom to the right. Even the brick 
of the porch foundation and the fire­ 
place, with their distinctive mortar 
setting of white, seem to fit in the gen­ 
eral scheme of this “little White 
House” and contribute to its charm. 
A rather unusual feature of the plan 
is the reception hall at the side of 


the house, Tills permits entering the 
home and retiring without disturbing 
the occupants of the living room. No­ 
tice that provision is made here for 
a stairway ait tie* attic floor, where 
an additional bedroom might be In 
Stalled alter the house is built. 
Ti e living room of tile home is of an 
adequate si/. * and is properly propor­ 
tioned and gives due consideration to 
wall space for the arrangement of fur­ 
niture. 
The attractive oblong shape of the 
dining room is one which seldom is 
found in a room used for this pur­ 
pose. 
it is particularly well adapted 
to the oblong type of dining table 
which is so popular with housekeep­ 
ers. 
The adjoining kitchen has been 
planned for the maximum of conveni­ 
ence and attractiveness. 
The bedroom group has a conven­ 
tional arrangement with several fea­ 
tures which are of more'thnn ordinary 
worth. 
Note that the bathroom, 
tween tile two bedrooms, is insulated 
from them by the closets. The sleep­ 
ing porch Is a feature which is unusual 
in a home of tlie bungalow type. 
The outside dimensions of the house 
are 28Vi by .18 feet, well fitted to the 
lot of average sire. 


Faulty Building Often 
Cause of Lack of Heat 
Tile human body has the most per­ 
fect heating system that has ever been 
devised. 
This human heating system requires 
a sufficient amount of air; the right 
kind of fuel and proper attention. 
The human body requires a good 
covering or protection, or its heating 
system may not be able to give the 
best results. 
With those who are always cold, the 
fault lies with either the wrong kind 
of food (fuel), Insufficient amount of 
sir, or faulty circulation of blood 
(beating system), or their bodies may 
not be sufficiently well covered. 
Those who have not sufficient pro­ 
tection or covering may not be suffi­ 
ciently well covered. 
Those who have not sufficient pro­ 
tection or covering can be likened to a 
faultily constructed building. 
They have not been sufficiently in 
suited to keep out the cold, and con 
sequency 
the heating system, the 
heart, veins, lungs, etc., may have to 
work overtime to supply sufficient heat. 
So It is with a faultily constructed 
bnf fifing. 
The beating plant, if It is 
working prosily, will have to be 
forced constantly with every radiator 
continuously bot to supply* sufficient 
heat comfortably to warm the building. 
Under such circumstances, the fault 
can hardly lie with the heating plant. 
An excess amount of fuel is required 


to supply the overworked heating plant. 
Constant care must be given to the 
boiler, as well as high-grade fuel sup­ 
plied, to procure adequate results. 
And under such conditions, thb heat­ 
ing plant, which Is not at fault, Is 
many times condemned. 
So every builder should first care­ 
fully consider the construction of his 
building. 


Interior Lumber 
The interior finish or mill work for 
the home must be given close consid­ 
eration. 
In 
the end 
considerable 
money can be saved through the use 
of high-grade mill work, which, prop­ 
erly seasoned, will not warp, destroy­ 
ing the enamel and interior decora­ 
tions which are the least expensive. 
One’s choice of lumber is today con­ 
fined to birch, oak, gum and mahog­ 
any. Birch is an ideal lumber for In­ 
terior finish. It takes both stain and 
enamel well and Ik hard and tough; 
the same can be said of oak. Gum, if 
properly handled, is also good lumber, 
but Its great fault lies in It being soft 
and liable to warp and twist if not 
properly understood. 


Paint Good for Cement 
Do not neglect to paint cement walls 
and floors. This is necessary to pre­ 
vent deterioration and dusting and 
makes such surfaces easy to dean. 
Special paints In ample color variety 
are made for this purpose.

Muscle Shoals 
Project Dates 
For IOO Years 


SHEFFIELD, Ala., 
June 
19.— 
While the development 
of 
Muscle 
Shoals is but a recent project in the 
minds of most people of the United 
States, the history of intent to de­ 
velop this vast potential power dates 
back a century, according to records 
under observation here. 
The first act of Congress with 
reference to the Shoals was passed 
■when congress gave its consent to 
the operation of an act passed by 
the Alabama legislature on Decem­ 
ber 3, 1823, to improve navigation 
in the Coosa river, in the center 
of the state, and to aid in connect­ 
ing it with the Tennessee river in 
the north. 
The company formed under these 
acts by congress and the legislature 
was unable to sell its stock and on 
May 2t3, 1828, congress passed an­ 
other act ceding 200,000 acres of 
land in north Alabama to the state 
so the shoals could be improved. 
An amendment to this latter act 
passed June 23, 1836, permitted the 
state to sell this land for less than 
$1.50 per acre, which was the min­ 
imum price then allowed by feder­ 
al statutes. It is said some of the 
land sold for as low as 25 cents an 
acre. 
The total cost of navigation fa­ 
cilities to 1890 was $2,101,726.50 
and up to 1915 for operation and 
care was $1,406,372.30, making a 
total of $4,598,098.80 on Muscle 
Shoals for navigation alone. 
In 1899 congress gave its assent 
for tho first time for the construc­ 
tion of a dam and power station.

STAN1MAKA, Bulgaria —Starting 
five years ago with a collective 
capital of about $12 a cooperative 
society of tobacco growers of this 
district has been so phenomenally 
successful that it is starting a nat­ 
ion-wide cooperative campaign that 
is attracting much attention. 
No matter how large his stock 
holding, a member has but one vote. 
The management of the plantations 
and factories is elective by direct 
vote and the cooperative idea has 
been carried intp alt phases of the 
life of its members. 
It is shown by the annual report 
just issued that the society controls 
four-fifths of the business of this 
^town. 
It extends to its members 
prosperity .depends npou something t* physical, educational and moral help 
else 
than a legislative fiat, 
and Its own physicians visit 
the sick 
that 
nothing but 
harm can 
come I members, they are taken to society 
hospitals in society ambulances. 
It 
maintains a large orchestra which 
gives semi-weekly concerts in 'its 
own hall. 
It has its own legal 
advisers and its own court for dis­ 
putes between members. 
When a deterioration iii the quan­ 
tity or quality of a co-operator s to­ 
bacco crop is observed, they send 
the society chemist to analyse soil 
and crop and determine the cause 
of the decline. - 
Not only does the society refuse 
to deal with non-cooperative pro­ 
ducers of tobacco, but it insists up­ 
on employing co-operators as car­ 
penters, masons, producers of build­ 
ing materials and of machinery. 
One of the results is a remark­ 
able improvement in the morals of 
the town. 
Drunkeness is practically 
unknown, 
although 
Stanfmaka 
is 
the center of a wine industry, also 
co-operative in its operation. 
The city government is almost 
completely controlled by co-operat­ 
ors.

months notice. 
“ ‘It is further understood that, 
the Japanese government will at 
the time of signature of the treaty 
make formal 
declaration

“ ‘In accepting the proposal as 
a basis for the settlement of the 
question 
of immigration 
between 
the two countries, the government 
of the United States does so with all

its own 
domains or possessions.’ 
“On February 
8, 
1911,

memorandum informing the depart­ 
ment of state of the readiness of 
the Japanese government to enter 
upon tho negotiations which had 
been suggested by the embassy and 
to which the department had as­ 
sented subject to the reservation 
above quoted, the Japanese embassy 
stated that ‘the imperial govern­ 
ment concur in the understanding

“It was thus with the distinct 
understanding that It was without 
prejudice to the inherent sovereign 
right of either country to limit

BERLIN—The past year has been 
the worst in the history of the re­ 
tail trade in Germany, according to 
the annual report of the Associa­ 
tion of German Department Storrs 
published recently. Of decided in­ 
fluence in the business of 1923 
were the steady decline of the mark 
and the occupation of 
the 
Ruhr, 
which upset conditions generally. 
While manufacturers endeavored 
to adjust themselves to the situation 
by quoting prices 
in 
dollars 
or 
pounds, and wholesalers just as rap­ 
idly followed suit, numerous new 
laws and divers regulations prevent­ 
ed the retailers from joining this 
procession of inflating prices and 
they were rigidly bound to a nar­ 
row margin of profits. 
The association officials contend 
that for the retail trade of the coun­ 
try, 1923 was worse than any period 
during the war. With the stabiliza­ 
tion of the rentenmark, however, re­ 
tailers this year expect that busi­ 
ness generally will get back to a 
pre-war basis.
